This is the only way the operations 
personnel have of knowing the number of:people and 
the area they are living that are being bothered by the 
aircraft and airport noise. They do attempt to divert 
the flights and noise to an area where it bothers the 
least number of people. They know that they are 
creating a great amount of noise. But they do not 
know how many people are bothered unless you tell 
them so, 

What other measures could be taken by others? 
The airlines could install quieter engines. They are 


available. They will not install them until they are 
compelled to do so, Let your views be known to the 
airlines, 


Noise abatement procedures could be made en- 
forceable. ‘The present procedures are only sugges- 
tive. Let FAA know your views. More flights could 
be diverted or scheduled from Dulles and Friendship. 
National Airport is being operated for the congress- 
men’s convenience, They would not permit the ‘‘Grand- 
father’’ flights to be shifted to the other airports. It 
would take them 30 minutes longer travel time. Dulles 
and Friendship airports are being under-utilized and 
are costing the taxpayer money.

In spite of the unbelievable cost of food you are still 
going to want to entertain your friends at dinner par- 
ties and there are menus you can choose which won’t 
decimate your budget. I propose to give you, during 
the next few months, recipes which will do this and 
yet seem like party fare. For instance in this menu 
the water in which the chicken is cooked can become 
a delicious soup for a first course and the water in 
which the artichokes are cooked, with the addition of 
a little milk, can become the sauce for the chicken 
casserole, 


White wine 
Chicken soup 

* Chicken casserole 
Zucchini casserole 
Sliced tomatoes 
Apple pie with cheese

*Chicken casserole 

Boil one 2-1/2 to 3 pound chicken in water to 
cover with a bouquet garni of parsley, celery and a 
bay leaf and salt and pepper. When the chicken is 
tender cool it. They carefully remove the chicken 
meat from the bones in large pieces and place them 
in a casserole. (Strain the liquor and use as your 
soup with a handful of cooked rice thrownin and some 
finely minced parsley.) 

Meanwhile cook a package of frozen artichoke 
hearts according to the directions on.the package and 
reserve the liquid after they are cooked. Lift the 
artichokes out of the liquor and place them over the 
chicken pieces. 

Make a sauce by melting 1/4 cup of margarine 
or butter and 1/4 cup of flour, the stock from the arti- 
chokes and enough milk to make a sauce the consistency 
of heavy cream, Add 2 to 3 cups of grated sharp 
cheese. Use as much as you feel you can afford, either 
two or three cups, but use a good sharp cheese. Add 
a little grated nutmeg and salt and pepper to taste, 
Pour this sauce over the chicken and art?~* kes in 
the casserole and sprinkle bread crurnvs >^- a little 
melted butter or margarine over all. Baae for about 
1/2 hour in a 350 degree oven.
